Vaxcouvkb, Nov. 10.— The reijent 
heavy rains cauaed a mud slide on Capi- 
lano creek, about a mile and a half this 
aide of the dam, which carried away a 
portion of the pipe line. The water is 
verv liii;h at present, and some diffiiiulty 
ni iv \it'. e.Kpi'rienced in efTecting repairs.

.SicAGWAV, Alaska, Nov. 12, (Per Str. 
Al-lCi to Seattle, Nov. 19.)— News reached 
here to-night of the drowning of two 
men belonging to the party of Colonel 
Will E. Fieher, of San Francisco, in the 
White Horse rapida on November 4. 
No details of the accident were lecelved, 
neither could the names of the drowned 
men be learned. Accompanying this 
news was also the information that 
Frank Anthony, of Seattle, was drowned 
at the eame place on October 29. An- 
thony's boat capsized. His two com- 
panions, Murfihy and Hepburn w(re 
rescued by llieCanadian Mounted Police. 
. Heavy snows are reported ou the sum- 
mits of the iiaeeea lending into the iu- 
tferior. Travel is becoming diflicuit and 
dangerous, yet people are still going 
back and forth over the mountains. The 
laicea and rivers of the interior every- 
ilrbere are more or less frozen. On the 
fikagwa^ trail the snow ia fully three 
feet deep. It is five or six feet on the 
iVea route. 

■E. Irving Halstead, formerly of Ta- 
coma, and Charles K. Warner, manager 
of the Pacific Coast branch of the Wesl- 
inghouae Klectric Company, whoeehead- 
quartera are in Tacoma, had an e.xperi- 
eiico this week on the eumrait of the 
Skagway trail that nearly cost Mr. War- 
ner his life. On the Buiiimit he became 
exhausted through travellingcn thesnow 
up to his neck. He fell on hia face and was 
unable to rise. Mr. llalstead was un- 
able to carry his companion to a place 
of shelter, and but for the timely arrival 
of a detachment of the Canadian police 
Mr. Warner would certainly have per- 
ished before Mr. Halstead could have 
.procured aid. Mr. Warner was carried 
to tbe police bouse and tared for. He 
soon recovered. 

Poar TowNSEND, Nov. 19. — AmoDKlhe 
passengers on thti Al-Ki which arrived 
from Skagway this afternoon was Willis 
Thorpe, who drovu sixty-eight head of 
cattle over the White Pass to iLake Ben- 
nett, with the intention of killing them 
anii taking the meat on sleds to Dawson 
City. Thorpe aaid he found that it 
would cost .*•") per pound to get the meat 
to Dawson, and lie abandoned the 
scheme, lie left instructions to butcher 
tbe cattle, freeze, tne meat, and hold it 
for sale nex.t spring. 



NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 

Col. Prior Leaves for Home- Capt, Flumer- 
felt's ResH;natlon Gazetted.

OrTAWA, Nov. 19. — Col. Prior and l.iia 
young son left for Victoria this after- 
noon. The Golone'. eays that Canada ia 
in everybody'a mouth in England juat 
now. He looks to see a great movement 
of people from the old country to British 
Columbia and the Yukon country.

SEALERS VINDICATED. 

Tlie Experts in Conference Agreed 1 
They Have Kespect(id the Law. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 19.— Mr. Macoun, the 
Canadian sealing expert who attended 
the conference at Washington, returned 
to Ottawa to-day. In conversation he 
aaid the moat important points agreed 
upon were from the Canadian paint of 
view that the excess of females in the 
pelagic catch is due to the killing of 
males on the islands ; that pelagic aealera 
conduct their work in a spi it of nc()nie''- 
oence in the limitations of the law; that 
there is now a tendency towards equili- 
brium in the number of seals, that ia a 
tendency towarda neither increase orde- 
creasc ; and finally that bo long as the 
haunts of the seals on laud are protected, 
and the protected zone at eea is main- 
tained, the seals are in no danger of ac- 
tual extermination. 

Mr. Macoun'a opinion is that the most 
important of all these points is tbe one 
admitting that there has been no wilful 
violation of tiie law on the part of pela- 
gic sealers. Both before and since the 
Palis regulations went into force the 
sealers have, by the United States press 
generally, beer jailed by very opprobri- 
ous names, as, for instance, " poachers," 
" robbers," " pirates," etc. As a matter 
of fact they have, according to tbe find- 
ing of the delegates to the conference, 
complied with the limitations of thelaw. 
It lias never been denied by Canada that 
pelagic eealing waa one of the causes of 
the decrease in the number of the seals, 
b'lt it waa contended that they were in 
no danger of being exterminated, and to 
thia view the delegates unanimously 
agreed.

The Conservatives Find a Candidate Wlio 
Can Make a Qoed Fight. 

Toronto, Nov. 19. —(Special.) — The 
campaign in Centre Toronto on the va- 
cant seat in the Commons, promises to 
he very lively. 0. A. Howland will bo 
nominated on the 23rd inst. as the Con- 
servative candidate. He defeated Cbaa. 
Moss, Liberal, at the last provincial 
elections by several liundred majority, 
and is at present member of the legis- 
lature for .'-^outh Toronto. 



'MUUl-iKS CARK11{:D AWAY. 



LoNf)o.N', Nov. 19— One of the most 
disastrous fires in London's history since 
the great fire of KiGti broke out in a large 
block of buildings lying east of Alder- 
gate street, and between that thorough- 
fare and Ked Cross Street, juat after 
1 o'clock this afternoon. The flames 
were fanned hy a strong wind, and 
fed. by highly inflammable stocks 
of Ohristmas fancy goods and flimsy 
dress materials of all descriptions 
which filled every fioor of the 
Bix-Blory building in tbe old street. 
ConHe(|uently the conflagration gained 
headway with Burprieing rapidity and 
was soon far beyond the poesibility of 
being checked by the few engines which 
were early on the spot. Vor four hours 
and a half the Hames had their own way, 
and it was only after more than a hun- 
dred engines had worked an hour that 
the chief of the fire brigade sent out tbe 
signal that the fire was under control. 

At II o'clock to-night the fire is still 
the scene of ereat excitement. Fifty 
engines are playing upon the ruins and 
tons of water are pouring into the fiery 
debris. Thousands of people are trying; 
to penetrate the cordon maintained by a 
thousand policemen, reinforcements for 
whom were sent up \vhen at .'3 o'clock au 
increase in the outbreak led Commander 
Wells to make a rtijuieition fur more 
engines upon the outlying stations. The 
scene must occupy the lire brigade for 
several days, especially in view of gravo 
danger of the collapse of the shells of 
buildings, which fall now and again with 
a loud report. The latest advices in- 
dicate that nearly a hundred warehouses 
have been destroyed, while the loss will 
probably exceed £3,000,000, 

The historic church of St. Giles baa 
been much damaged, the principal 
destruction being to tbe roof, the old 
windows, tbe baptismal font and Mil- 
ton 'a statue. 

Haraael atreet waa tbe scene of the 
outbreak of the fire, which was due to 
an explosion in connection with a gas 
engine on the jiremiBes of Walter Brown 
(t Co., mantle manufacturers, at No. 30 
on that thoroughfare. The factory 
was crowded with girls when the fire 
broke out, and it was instantly the scene 
of a eenii-pauic, the operatives rushing 
to the roof of the building and thence 
crossing to other buildings and so ellect- 
ing their escape, while the flames had 
enveloped the adjoining warehouse and 
thence leaped across the street to an 
enormous paper warehouse which was 
fully alight in less than ten minutes. 

By this time it was evident to the fire- 
men that they were face to face with a 
great disaster, and a general alarm was 
sent out. Then, from all the fire ata- 
tions, even those five miles from the 
scene, engines were hurrying to the spot 
and the [lolice gathered in great force.

A- Decline in Copper a Feature of 
the Trad'j Ueview— Cliau^es 
iu Quotations, 

New Yoiuc, Nov. 19.— Bradstreet'a to- 
morrow will Bay : There ia luoderato 
improvement in staple prices aud in dib- 
tribvition of woollen goods, ehoee, hats 
and hardware in the region tributary to 
Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City imd 
Omaha. Colder weather in the North- 
west and in the Central Missiseippi and 
MiBBOuri river valleys has helped retail 
trade. Mannfacturera of iron and ateel, 
agricultural implementB, railway cars 
and woollen goods, report an active de- 
maud and large output, al- 
though tlie appearance of specula- 
tive steel has resulted in weakening 
the price of billets and a like tendency 
on the part of Bessemer pig iron. Higher 
prices are recorded for wheat, cereals, 
oats, pork, hides, leather, shoes and for 
turpentine. The reaction in iron and 
ateel is likely to be followed by an ad- 
vance if the present rate of consumption 
continues. Lower prices for wheat, 
flour and pork are expected to eciualize 
the advances on wheat and Indian corn, 
BO that the lower prices of copper ie 
practically the only important decline in 
the week. 

Wheat exports show a heavy increase 
alike over last week and last year, and, 
with one exception, that of the second 
week in September, the total is the 
largest for a single week on record. The 
total exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States and from Montreal this week an- 
trregatod 5,558,791 busiiels, auainet 
5, ■115,542 buehels last week, and o,937,- 
000 bushels in this week a year ago. 

There were 235 business failures re- 
ported throughout the United States 
this week, compared with 273 last week, 
309 in the week a year ago, 323 two years 
ago, 295 three years ago, and as com- 
pared with 3oS in the like week in 1S93. 

THE SOUND CITIES. 

New Mayor of Seattle-Steamer " Columbia" 
Escapes the Storm. 

Skatpli:, Nov. lH. — The city council 
to-night elected T. J. Humes mayor, to 
succeed W. D. Wood. 

The steamship Rio J un Ilaru cleared 
this aftBrnoon for Vokohama, Kobe, 
Shangbal and Hongkong. Her (iargo 
consisted of 4,618 bales of raw cotton and 
2,150 bales of domeatiea, valued at $275,- 
000. 

Tacoma, Wn., Nov. 10. — The Northern 
Pacilic liner Colninbia arrived to-day 
from China and Japan with 00 passen- 
gers and 2, GOO tons of freight. Her 
cargo innludes SOO bales of silk which 
will be despatched in baggage cars to 
New Yoi-k. The Columbia made port 
before thfi fierce storm of yesterday 
reached her. 



PUCiET SOUND FLOODS. 

Colder Weather Checks the Rush From the 
Mountains— Great Northern Trains 
Delayed. 

Seattle, Nov. 19.— A eudden fall in 
temperature has checked the melting; of 
the snow in the mountains, thus averting 
all danger of serious floods. Very little 
damage has been done ao far, althougli 
in some of the rivers emptying into 
Puget Sound the water almost reached 
the murk of the big flood one year ago, 
in which many lives were lost and much 
damage waH done to property. The in- 
dications to-night are that the tempera- 
ture will remain low, and as a conse- 
quence the waters will re^iede. 

The Great Northern is still tied up by 
the washout between Index and Sultan, 
and no trains went out or came in to- 
day. As a tesult no Eastern mail was 
received.

burning premiaea themselves, but it did 
not Beem to have any effect. The water 
lUBhed out of the windows and from the 
Kround floor like a waterfall while the 
flames leaped higher and higher, and as 
the floors fell in the fire still blazed. 
The confusion in the street iucreaaed as 
the fire spread. 

Suddenly there was an explosion of 
gas meters, soundiuj: like the reports of 
tiehl guns, followed by a momentary 
huah. After that the wild rushing here 
and there was resumed with iucreaaed 
energy. Men risked their Uvea in efforts 
to save day books, ledgers, jewelry, valu- 
able chinaware, etc. One man actually 
risked his life to fetch his hat and coat, 
two hundred feet of stone work and glass 
falling at his heels as he emerged from 
the building. 

Several firemen were almost buried in 
the burning ruins as front after front of 
the flaming warehouses fell in, hurling 
tons of brick and masonry into the 
streets, bursting and cutting the lire 
hoae, while tons of fiery matter were 
falling in every direction, making it im- 
possible to foresee where the conflagra- 
tion would atop, ae roof after roof caught 
flre, and window framea all about tne 
scene began to smoke. 

As the day wore on hundreds of 
thousands of people surrounded the fire. 
The mass of excited humanity had to be 
constantly pressed back by the police as 
the area of the lire-swept spot increased. 
By dusk the picture presented was ex- 
tremely brilliant. Four streets were 
blazing on both sides, and there was 
plenty to interest the gambling spirit of 
the onlookers in betting as to 
whether or not the venerable tower 
of St. Giles' church could stand 
the showers of eparka and burning 
fragments with which it was enveloped. 
The red flames from every point showed 
out against the black bky and through 
the wideepreading mass of dull leaden 
smoke, tinged with tongues of yellow 
tire, and here and there where the lire 
had subsided somewhat the lamps, 
8tripi)ed by the heat of their burners 
and glass frames, blazed with big jets 
from the open pipes, like monster 
torches. 

There was no abatement of the flames 
before 3 : 30 p.m. Then tlie check came 
in Jewin street and in Wall street, where 
the collapse of a wall on the ritrht baud 
of that thoroughfare was the means of 
saving the last building in the street. 
The width of Red Cross street, a com- 
paratively broad thoroughfare, also 
formed a barrier there. 

The constable who first detected the 
flames blew his whistle loudly for assist- 
ance, hut some minutes elapsed before 
the ahxrm was heard by any of his com- 
rades. .As soon as assistance reached 
him the othcer was dispatched to sum- 
mon the tiro brigade. But here again 
there was an unaccountable delay of 
twenty minutes before the tire engine 
appeared. Then the fearful ilimeiisions 
of the fire were apparent, and it was de- 
cided to circulate a call throui{bout the 
whole metropolitan district. 

It is officially stated that 150 ware- 
houses have been gutted. A later esti- 
mate of damase places the amount at 
nearly i;5, 000,000. Nearly all the British 
fire insurance companies are interested, 
and fire insurance stocks wore practical- 
ly unsaleable on the stock e.vchange 
after the flre was well under way. 
Nearlv 500 teldphone wires have been 
cut, interrupting communication with 
many of the big provincial towns. 

The fire will cause an enormous ad- 
vance in the price of ostrich feathers, 
which rose 50 per cent, in the evening. 
Two feather firms alone have lost £150,- 
000. 



A KANSAS FREAK. 

Railway Station, Elevator and Other Build- 
ings Disappear Into the Earth. 

Launei), Kans., Nov. 19.— The rail- 
road station of Kosedalo on the branch 
of the Santa Fe, has been .swallowed up 
by the earth, and to-day there is a dark 
stagnant pool of water where three hours 
ago Etood a grain elevator and several 
buildings. 

The swallowing process occurred dur- 
ing tiie night. The drift of the water is 
unknown. Sticks thrown into the pool 
were sucked out of sight as if by a mon- 
ster undertow, although on the surface 
the water was placid in appearance. 

Hundred of people visited the tcene 
and found the bottom had dropped coin- 
l)letely out of the lake upon which the 
hamlet was situated, leaving in its stead 
a hollow. 

No lives were ln'-t »- no one remains 
after the uenl- hoii nd tiainlias jjassed.

Nanai.mo, Nov. 19. — The suit of chie 
of j)olico Crossan against the city has 
been decided iu his favor. It was ad- 
journed on Wednesday to enable Mr. 
Young, counsel for the defendants, to 
see his clients regarding the payment of 
the money. Yesterday morning the 
payment had not been matle and Mr. 
Young raised the point that Mr. C rosea ii's 
contract was with the police commia- 
sioners. They had engaged him, and he 
had no richt to sue the city. Though the 
duty of the city to pay is statutory the 
law does not say to whom it shall pay. 
Regarding the point referred to whether 
the proper course was to sue or to 
apply for a mandamus to compel the 
corporation to pay, a large nomber of 
autuorities were cited to indicate thait a 
mandamus could not be issued when any 
other remedy was open. In the after- 
noon J udge Harrison decided that the 
correct procedure bad been adopted in 
the suit, instead of mandamus, against 
thecity. lie then gave judgment in favor 
of Chief Crossan for ^'JU and coats. 

Tlie j)relirainary surveys for the con- 
templated improvements to the New 
Vancouver Coal Company's loading 
wharves have been made. I'lans for the 
work are in course of preparation, and 
ad eoou as the details are decided ujjon 
the work will be commenced. 

The large Austrian steamer now on 
the way from Suez to Vladivostock, 
thence to this port, will arrive aboat the 
middle of next month, and will go on 
the route between Nanaimo and Cali- 
fornia ports as a coal carrier. This 
steamer, in connection with the com- 
pany's collier, Peter Jebaen, will give 
Nanairao at least one steamer a week. 
Improved appliances for discharging the 
coal at San Francisco will he used, whicli 
it is said will reduce the time two days 
on each trip, so that in the near future 
these ateam colliers will make the round 
trip in from ten to eleven days.

THAT PRECIOUS PLATFORM. 



DOES IT SPEAK WITH 

AUTHORITY! 

The Toronto Globe, discussing the 
^reat need of British Columbia for rail- 
ways, aays that the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific must be recarded aa a 
full discharge of the responsibility of the 
Dominion to the Province in regard to 
railways, and informs us that the Crow's 
Neat Pass subsidy must not be consid- 
ered as a precedent. Then follows this 
sentence: " Such aid was favored by the 
Olobe as a condition of the abrogation of 
the Canadian Pacific's 10 per cent. 
'Claa&e." Since when did it come about 
that what the Globe says is the law of 
Canada? We fancy that when the ques- 
ition of aid to British Golambia railways 
comes before parliament other parties 
will be heard from besides the Globe. 
The Toronto paper says that in view of 
the fact that nothing can be expected 
from the Dominion, it might be well for 
■this province to experiment on the sub- 
|ect of government construction of rail- 
"ways. 

In view of this claim of the Globe, it 
may be iuteiesting to give a few facts 
regarding the railway subdidiea granted 
by the Dominion. Up to June 20, ISiW, 
•eighty-seven roads had been enbsidiised 
by cash bonueea. They embraced 5,716 
miles of road, and the amountof subdidy 
that they had received or would become 
(julilled to was $11,733,417, of whicii over 
$-11,000,01)0 had been jiaid. Of this $20,- 
■500,0011 iu round numbers went to tlie 
Canadian I'dcific, leaving a little over 
!fls,000,000 for other lines. Of this 
amount $1,118,760 were given in aid 
of roads in British Co'urabia 
other than the Canadian Pacific 
Last session certain new subsidiei! 
were voted, bo that the total am.junt 
paid and available up to ilato may be 
stated in round numbers at .^20, 000, 000, 
exclusive of the G.P.E. It is not fair to 
charge the whole of the amount paid to 
British Oolumbia railways to this prov 
ince in eetitnating its claima against the 
Dominion, for the reason that in consid- 
eration of the urant of $700,000 to llio 10. 
c*i N. railway the i)rovincii gave the Do 
minion 2,000,000 acres of land on the la 
land and 3,000,000 in the I'eaco River 
country. Taking this amount from the 
above sum charged against the province, 
and we have left !fo68,7<i0 as the total 
contribution cf the Douiiiiion in aid of 
lines in liritiah Cohinibia, or less than 
one-liitiotli i>art of the wliole given for 
subBidieu. We say that thia ia a fair way 
to put it, l)ecauai3 neither of the oUiur 
provinces gave anything to the Domin- 
ion in consideration of railway aubsidies 
Moreover, it is not fair to charge the 
province with the Eubsidy to the Cana 
dian Pacific, first, for the reason that 
the construction of that lino was a part 
of the terms of union, and second, be- 
cause the province contributed an im- 
mense area in land to the Dominion gov- 
ernment in return for its expenditure on 
that railway. 

We say that under the aforegoing cir- 
cumstances the claim of the Toronto 
Globe that thia province need not ex- 
pect any further aid from the Dominion 
ill tlie matter of railway construction ia 
unfair, and cannot be defended. One 
county in Qaebee, Bonaventure, received 
nearly twice as much from the Domin- 
ion for aid to railways as the whole of 
this imperial province. The Dnimmond 
County railway, which the Globe is pre- 
pared to have the Dominion buy hack 
from the company, received nearly as 
much as this whole province. Tomis- 
. couatacouflty, Quebec, wilh a population 
. of 22,000, who do not contribate an aver- 
age of $1 per head to the revenue, re- 
iielved wore than •double-^afl . much in 



The denunciatory part of the so-called 
Liberal platform is not worth two 
minutes' aerioua consideration. We will 
consider the afiiraiative part. 

Government ownership of railways. 
The language of the platform is that the 
party advocates " the adoption of a 
policy directed towards the ultimate 
ownership of railways by the govern- 
ment." .Sir James Carter. Chief Justice 
of New Brunswick, nearly a half century 
ago, speaking of a coniolidation of the 
statutes, said it was a pity that tlie con- 
solidators had not been bound up in the 
volume so that they could be referred to 
for an explanation of what they meant. 
,So we say that the trainers of this plat- 
form ought to have put themselves some 
where so that they could be catechised 
as to its meaning. What for example 
doea the plank quoted mean? By what 
government is It contemplated 'that the 
railways shall ultimately bo owned? 
Until some one, speaking with authority, 
explains this point, discussion ia use 
leas, for a dill'erent set of considerations 
arise if the Djmiiiiou government 
meant from thoao that must bo taken 
account of if the provincial government 
is to own the railways. 

Tlie reservation of public lands for 
actual settlement. Tbia is absurd in a 
province like ours, where wiUionB of 
acres will never be utilized for actual 
settlement, and yet can be used ad 
vantageously by i)rivate owners. 

Government control of freight rates 
when subsidies are given. This does 
not go far enough. The government 
ought to take the right to supervise and 
control freight schedules on all railway 
but whether thia ehould be done by il.e 
local or federal government is an opi'ii 
question and the platform leaves it so, 
aa far aa the party for whom it speaks 
are concerned. 

The investigation of land titles to see 
if the conditions in all caeea have been 
complied with. Without evidence of 
specific instances where such an inquiry 
ia desirable, the great expense of an in- 
vestigation would not be authorized, 
With Bucli evidence the legislature can 
order an investigation at any time 
This plank ia a mere demagogic bid for 
votes. 

The simplification of land registry and 
transfer. Thia ia not a party question. 
Tliere is no ditl'erence of opinion as to 
the desirability of making land transfers 
aim pie ; the only queation is as to the ex- 
pediency of going to the expense of any 
radical change. 

Readjustment of representation ac 
cording to population, with a larger 
representation for sparsely settled com 
niunitiea. The spirit of Sir Boyle Iloche 
must have inspired the wording of thia 
plank, which has the ailvantaize of 
lieing a very decideil bull and of 
meaning nothing. It ia a good, safe 
plank. Anyone can say he is in favor 
of it. It binds no one to anything to be 
done at any particular time or in any 
particular v.'ay. 

Tlie abolition of the $200 deposit. 
Tiiaio are argumenta on i)oth aidec of 
thin i)ropt)Hiliori. The deposit probably 
does very little good. It is a matter of 
no great importance. 

The repeal of the mortgage tax. There 
is no mortgage tax to ho repealed. Why 
did not the platform builders eay what 
they meant, namely, the repeal of t 
personal j)roperty tax? The exi)lanation 
ia that to do ao would be to give the 
wliole game away. They dare not ad 
vocate the removal of taxes from per 
aonal property and putting it on real 
estate. Why have they not honeetly 
said what they moan, which ia that 
money loancnl on inortgagi; shall not bo 
taxed, while money invested in any- 
thing else bliall bo? Why have they not 
told tlio men whoao property is taxed 
that what th"v propose to take ofl the 
mortgage thoy must levy directly upon 
the land? 

The repeal of the miner's license fo 
far aa relatoa to those working in mines. 
The proposition is a reasonable one, but 
ia neither new, nor specially the proper 
ty of the liberals. 

The imposition of a tax on the output 
of "coal mines. Tbia ia an indefenaible 
proposition, which neSda only to be un 
deratood to be rejected. 

Thediapoaal of timber limits by pub- 
lic auction in such quantities as will 
meet the reqiiireinonta of trade. The 
hitter part of thia plank ia unworkable 
Tho deairability ol dispoaing of tlie pub- 
lic domain by auction is a very debate- 
able subject. We admit that some 
things can be said in favor of It. It ia 
also open to abuse. We should like to 
hear what the advocatea of this change 
claim for it. 

Government Gcaling of logs. We were 
under the impression that the lumber 
interest was properly safeguarded in this 
respect. 

The inauguration of a system of for- 
estry. Tho Eugcestion, for it can be 
called Utitle ela^ jia a good one; but it is

The Eaaaland Ml^er thinks it waa a 
mistake for the Colonist to advocate tho 
construction of a railway from Penticton 
to Boundary Creek, when it seemed im- 
poaaible fo get one all the way from Pen- 
ticton to the Columbia river. This is of 
course a matter of opinion, and will be 
governed to aome extent by the point of 
view from which it la regarded. We can 
easily understand that from Rossland 
our Idea seemed to be a mistaken one. 
Possibly it may have been in point of 
fact; but we did not think so at the 
time and do not think so now. When 
we spoke of the impossibility of ?ecuring 
the whole line, we did not mean that no 
one waa ready to build it ; bnt that it 
waa impossible to arrange so that any 
one would begin thia year. 



The presentment of the Grand Jury in 
regard to the condition of our atreets 
sewers and water supply ia an interest 
ing document and wo hope will prove 
valuable. A year ago everyone was 
talking about tho need of better atreets 
and sidewalks. Tliere waa (i good deal 
of dissatisfaction because thg Mayor and 
Council of 1806 bad not done more to- 
wards providing better atreeta. In a 
Bonso the municipal election of 1807 
turned ujion thia (luestion. Certainly 
after it waa over and tho new mayor and 
council took oflice, there waa a general 
expression of satisfaction at the prospect 
of an early beginning being made upon 
a much needed improvement. The city 
papers voiced the public expectation, 
one or two plans were discussed, and 
finally ono of them was submitted to the 
taxpayers, only to be rejected by a largo 
majority. We are no nearer the deaired 
haven than wo were twelve months ago, 
except that as all things come to those 
who wait, it la to be presumed that the 
coming of an era for modern streets is a 
year nearer than it was a year ago. 

hooking back to the rejection of Iho 
street loan by-law, several causes 
contributed toitsdefeat. The chief cause 
would have been of itself suflicient. That 
was the beliof of a majority of the rate- 
payers that they could not afford the ex- 
poiise. Some of those who voted in the 
np,'ati7e objected to the proposed plan ; 
o'liers thought the by-law a movement 
ui tho bii;yclera and hence not worthy of 
consideration; some said they had no 
confi lonce that the money would be well 
expended. These reasons in most cases 
simply disguised the real motive of the 
oppoaition, which originated, as we have 
said, in the general feeling of the prop- 
erty owners that they could not afford 
the expense this year. Next year, things 
may look different. A buainess revival 
seems imminent, and when times are 
good nearly everyone is ready to expend 
money for improvements. 

For this reason we regard the present- 
ment of the Grand Jury as timely and 
likely to be valuable. It brings the 
(luestion up again in a very public way. 
It shows that .a representative body of 
citizens appreciates the need for prompt 
and thorough action. It furnishes a 
point of departure for a new advance. 
That it ia time something was done must 
bo conceded. With all its beauty of 
aituation and other advantages, Victoria 
eullora by comparison with Vancouver 
on account of its streets. Visitors are 
unfavorably impressed thereby, and it is 
worth remembering that among the tena 
of thouaanda of viaitora, that Victoria 
will have next year, a larger proportion 
than ever will be pos hie Investors and 
permanent reaideuts. Now, if ever, wo 
ought to put our iK'fit foot forwaril. Wo 
therefore congratulate the Grand Jury 
on its having taken thia matter uj), and 
hope that ita presentment will bo fol- 
lowed by a renewal cf the agitation for 
street improvement. 

The other aubjecta disciiaaed in the 
presontinent are of groat importance. 
Ono of thoao ia the aewerage. We are 
not diapoaed to take an oxtreino position 
on thia; but the present policy of lotting 
things take care of themaelves la a very 
bad one. The connection of closets witli 
box drains ought jto be stopped as soon 
as It can be without unduly burdening 
property owners. This is undoubtedly a 
sjrioua evil, but wo doubt if it is much 
wjrao than the open drains, so common 
in tlie city, which are an ofl'onco to tho 
sight and smell, and must be a menace 
to health. There are placea in Victoria 
where tho wash water from kitchens 
and laundries lies in tho gutters, pollut- 
ing the atmosphere. No man would 
willingly empty such water in hia front 
dooryard, and it ib not easy to see upon 
what principle the city juatilios its being 
left along the roadside. The water sup- 
ply needs immediate attention. Is there 
a man in the whole municipal 
establlahment, who knows why the 
city ia not getting the full 
benefit of the large sum exjieuded to 
provide pure water? If there is such an 
Individual will ho kindly emerge from 
hia obacurity and take tho people into 
Mb confidence. It is high time that an 
endwas iaade of the delays, disputes, 
explanations, and the reat of the miacel- 
laneoua aggregation of nonaenae, with 
which the people have been allllcted on 
the question of water supply. If the 
business had been left in the hands of 
the children at the orphanage it could 
not have been mismanaged u,ore thor- 
oughly. Miamanaged seems, indeed, 
the wrong word, for it impllea an efl"ort 
at management. If a private citizen 
fooled with hia affaire aa tho city author- 
itiea have with the water Bupply, hia

She Makes a Short Stay iu Port 
and Briugs Little 
News. 



No New Arrivals from the Yukon 
Gold FiehU Among the 
Passengers. 



Scarcely a half hour's stay in port was 
made by the steamer Corona, which has 
replaced tho lost Mexico on the .-Vlaskan 
run, and which yeaterday afternoon com- 
[ileted her first round trip to the North. 
There was, indeed, no necessity for a 
longer stay, as the ateamer bad practi- 
cally no business to transact with Vic- 
toria. Her passengers on tho down voy- 
age numbered fowor than forty, all told, 
the majority being busiuesa men from 
Juneau, Wrangel, Sitka, and the newer 
cities of Dyea and Skagway, who are vis- 
iting civilization for the purpose of jier- 
fecting their preparations for next sea- 
eon's trade. No one had arrived from 
the Ivlondyko country since the last ad- 
vices, and as the Dawson City overland 
mail waa not looked for for several 
weeks yet, the Corona's news from the 
Yukon gold fields was meagre in the ex- 
treme. 

Charles Work alone of the arriving 
miners claims the very distant North as 
Ilia place of residence, and the reports he 
brings from Dawsou have been in great 
measure anticipated. Hewasone oi the 
Fries party who came out by the Dalton 
trail to Juneau six weeks ago, after en- 
during unspeakable hardabips, prefer- 
ring those to the jirospect of starvation 
in tho Kloudyke capital. Mr. Work ia 
interested in two of tho newest mining 
sections tributary to the upper river, 
being the owner of claim 15 on Isaacs' 
Gulch and of No. 2 on Sulphur Creek. 
The former he looks upon as a decidedly 
promising property ; in fact it has already 
proved its worth by returning $9GS for 
two men's labor during ten days' shovel- 
ing and washing at a depth of twelve 
feet from the surface, the bedrock being 
as yet nowhere in sight. The general 
standard of fineness is good, too, the gold 
on ^the majority of the Isaacs' Gulch 
claims running over rather than under 
$10 in value. 

Of the condition of affairs at Dyea and 
Skagway there ia really little to be said. 
In their close geographical relatlonehip 
and their friendly rivalry, the two towns 
are thus early in their history comparing 
themaelvea with Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, while each is counting upon doing 
an ImmonBc bueiuesa "just as soon as 
the spring rush opena." Dyea, owing to 
tho more favorable reports of ita trail, ia 
more especially hopeful of profitable 
trade; and the cood work that is being 
done in the conatruction of the two aerial 
tramways over the Chilcoot, leads the 
people of the gateway city to feel confi- 
dent that much of the 18ii8 freight will 
be bandied through their busy little 
town. Nor is Skagway to be behind in 
tramway facilities, eighty men being 
now engaged on the wire road from the 
beach to the foot of the summit, a dis- 
tance of about four miles, from which 
|,()int wagon road building is being 
.-u-inlily pufihed forward. 

" I'liere is really no occasion for our 
heinu' jeaiouaof Dyea, or of Sheej) Camp, 
or of \Vrangol,or of any other of theee 
places,'' said a Skagway business man 
who loaned over tho Corona's rail yes- 
terday. "There's business enough for 
UH all. I'm counting upon making big 
luoni'v in Skagway, for it's a certainty 
we'll get our share of the trade. But 
I'd tell you this; I'm advising my per- 
Honal friends to go in by the Slickeon 
route. That's where the permanent trail 
will be. I don't mind betting that a 
man starting from Telegraph Creek on 
the Ist of May will get in ahead of one 
starting from Skagway for the Bame ob- 
jective point in the interior on the let 
March. That's my hoiioat opinion, biit 
it would bo as much as my liii-inesa is 
worth for you to ijuolo me tia ti.i i ing fio. 
I'm going bat'k to SIcagway in a few 
weeks." 

At the time the Corona left the X<irth 
the supplicH for the Mounted Police wore 
.still going forwani over the pusses, but 
little other freight waa moving. Tho 
lakoa at the last reports were unfrozen, 
and at Juneau tho mercury had not 
dropped lower than 10 degrees, A day 
was spent in coaling at Departure Bay, 
and the steamer will probably be able to 
get away on her return voyage to-mor- 
row. 



VICTORIA TO THE FliONT. 

Tlie AclvertlsiiiR Alrently Done AttractinB 
Attention In the East. 

" Nothing ia talked of in Boston ex- 
cept tlio Ivlondyke," said F. G. Frink, of 
that city, at the Northern, Mr. Frink 
and P. F. Coppinger are in the city on 
their way to Honolulu and Australia 
on business. "In fact, I believe there 
ia more talk of it in the East than in tho 
West, and you will bave a large immi- 
gration from Boston in the spring. Some 
people are already preparing to come by 
ateamer around Cape Horn. Seattle is 
very well known as an outfitting point, 
but Victoria is doing a largo amount of 
advertising and is mntorially aided by 
the Canadian Pacific railroad,'' — Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer.

AITKIN NOT GUILTY. 

The Jury Find Tbat His ShootinK of George 
Brown Was Justifiable. 

The trial of John Aitkin for the mur- 
der of George Brown resulted yesterday 
in a verdict of not guilty. The assize 
court room was jammed with spectators 
during tho progress of the trial, and that 
there was a strong i)ublio feeling in favor 
of Aitkin was shown by a burst of ap- 
plause, which though at once ropreased 
by the officials, broke for a moment the 
decorum of tho courtroom. Tho accused 
yesterday gave evidence in hia own be- 
lialf, hia testimony as to tho shooting 
being similar to that told by his wife the 
day previous. Mrs. Brown was recalled 
to state that after tho shooting Mrs. 
Aitkin in tolling her of tho occurrence 
did not claim that Brown was trying to 
break in tho door when shot. 

Mr. Geo. E. Powell made a strong plea 
of self-defence for the prisoner, arguing 
that the evidence proved that Aitkin 
was in fear of hia life when he fiied the 
fatal shot. 

Mr. A. G. Smith, for the Crown, while 
he gave a very impartial review of the 
evidence, took the view that from the 
poaition of the ehot liole in the door. 
Brown could not have been trying to 
force the door when he was shot In the 
face. 

The Chief Juatice charged strongly in 
favor of the prisoner, ami the jury after 
very few minutes couaideration, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. 

Upon the Court ordering tho prisoner 
to be discharged, there waa a burst of 
applause from the spectators, hue a 
stern "order in court," checked any 
further demonstration. 

Jen Wing, accused of stealing some 
jewelery from Dr. Verrinder's residence 
on Augusts, was arraigned, and pleaded 
not guilty. The bearing of tho case was 
postponed till this morning, and the 
court adjourned. 



A FOJIT STREET FIHE. 

Breaks Ont in Seven DifTerent Parts of the 
Same House— An Investigation 
To-day. 

iVt an early hour yesterday morning 
tho firemen were called out by an alarm 
from bos t'i2 to extinguish a (iro at 14-1 
Fort street owned by Edward bhorritt. 
The house is a small frame one and the 
fire aeemed to be in the cellar at first. 
The firemen had a good deal of difficulty 
in getting at it as the cellar door was 
piled up inside with mattresses. A stream 
from the chemical, however, directed 
through the window soon did the busi- 
ness as in the confined apace there was 
not air enough to give the fire good 
headway. On entering the place the 
cellar floor was found covered with ex- 
celsior and some paper saturated with 
coal oil was also discovered. This was 
not all for still anolhor fire was 
discovered in the kitchen, and then sep- 
arate firea found in tho bed room and 
dining room— iu fact before they got 
through the firemen had to put out lire 
in no less than seven different phicea, 
and in each case the strong odoroi kero- 
sene was noticeable, and the furniture of 
the rooms seemed plentifully covered 
with it 

The only occupants of tho house at the 
time were Mrs. Sberritt and her daugh- 
ter, who were sleeping in one of the bed- 
rooms adjoining that in which fire was 
discovered. Mrs. Sherritt states that 
when she went down to tho cellar for 
wood, about 11 o'clock, she might 
accidentally have dropped a match, 
but this doea not account for 
many fires being discovered.

An investigation into the fire 
will be opened to-day at 2 o'clock before 
the police magistrate.

Air. lUlhet nnd Associates Have Orgnnized 
a Beet anil Cane SuRar Ktlinery 
in California. 

The opposition to tho American Sugar 
lietineriea Limited, or what is familiarly 
Iviiown as the sugar trust in tho States 
has acquired additional force by reason 
of thirty-three out of forty Hawaiian 
island plantations refusing to renew the 
live year contracts with the trusts that 
expire at the end of the present year. 
Ttie Hawaiian sugar crop has hitnerto 
been entirely handled by thetrust, but now 
the planters are entering into contracta 
with independent refineries. Tho trust 
atill controls about 70,000 tona of Ha- 
waiian sugar, but the balance of 150,001) 
tona will now bo refined by independent 
concerns in California and New Y'ork. 
The light against tlio trust has led too to 
the establishmonj of a groat many beet 
sugar rofinorios. A large concern named 
the California Beet Sugar i^- Refining 
Co. has juat boon organized in S.ui Fran- 
cisco by Mr. K. P. Rithet of Victoria, 
who is also a partner of Welch it Co. of 
San Francisco and Honolulu, George ^Y. 
McNear, Georee B. Fairchild, 0. M. 
Cooke it Co., and Col. Z. S. Spalding. 
The caiiital stock is $2,600,000 and the 
refinery will have a capacity of 850 tons' 
of cane sugar and 1,000 tona of beats a 
day. Tho company have acquired the 
former Port Coata flour mills in Cali- 
fornia for their refinery.

Will Journey From Norton Sound to 
Point Barrow by Ueiudeer 
Train. 



Oil the Hteamer Wiilla Walia last 
niglit were two paeeenueiB who were on 
their way from San FranciBoo to Seattle 
to join the relief party who are goiug on 
the U. S. revenuo cuttur Bear to the 
aasisuince of the whalers whose shij)sare 
Irozeu iaby the ice lielda oil' Poiut Bar- 
row. 

Theee two paBeengera are F. Koltcboff 
and Abraham Brown, and both of tbem 
are experienced men In the desolate 
country that 8tret«hea away towards tlie 
polo. Mr. KoltehoH'haB hud great experi- 
ence in Alaska travel with reindeer or doga 
luui ueaidoH knows the language of the 
Eeiiuiinaux. It waa he who piloted out 
Lordl^onadule in hia Northern wander- 
ings, Bnd that he is a valuable man ie 
borne out by the fact that he received 
his appointment on the advice of Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson, who certainly shonld 
be a pretty good reference for such work. 
Mr. I5rown, too, has had plenty of ex- 
perience North and away in tlie iMae- 
kuiizie river country, an experience that 
may come in extremely ueefni on 
the present trip as there is a likelihood 
that the journey out may be made that 
way instead of by the Aluskan coast. 

Mr. Ivoltchoir thinks that the Bear 
will t;o to Norton Sound, which lies to 
the north of the mouth of the Yukon 
river. From Norton Sound I'oint Bar- 
row lies 700 miles to the north, and the 
only way to reach the frozen-in whalers 
is by reindeer or dog trains. Mr. 
Koltcholf will KO ahead to find 
out just what is the condition of 
things at Point Barrow, and feels 
confident he can make the journey with 
a Builicieat number of reindeer and doga. 
Supplies, he believes, will be badly 
needed by the whalers, for it is under- 
stood that at tlie J']squimaux eottlement 
the crews of the whalers will not get 
food enough to keep them till .July, but 
that two months or more sooner starva- 
tion would be upon them, as the KEqui- 
iiiaus would not luive anything like suf- 
ticieut food to feed 200 men, the approxi- 
mate number of the crews of the vessels. 

There is a possibility that having 
reached Point Barrow, the most feaaable 
route to return will be by way of the 
Mackenzie river and down the Yukon, 
coming out to the coast by some of the 
ways the Klondyke miners now use. 
That would, as Mr. KoltchofiT says, tie 
the greatest journey ever made through 
that part of tiie north.

MINES OF THE KOOTENAY.. 

Nev ■. ol Some of tiie Notable Propertloa— 
Exports for the Week. 

It ia reported that the deal for the 
sale of the control of the tireat Western 
and the West La lioi and Joaie proper- 
ties at iiossland ia on apain, with fair 
prospects of uoing through at an 
early date. The parties negotiatini: 
fjr tho properties are the British 
American syndicate, of which flon. 
Charles H. Mackintosh, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the Northwest Territory, is a 
leadinj; stockholder. Governor Mackin- 
tosh ia now in lioaaland, and General 0. 
.S. Warren, One of the largeat owners of 
the mines, made a quick trip from Butte 
to Rossland the latter part of last week 
to meet the representative of the syndi- 
cate. It ia said that the deal involves 
tho payment of about 10 cents per share 
for the Great Western and 'M centa per 
share for the West l,e Roi and .losie. 

The jumping of the Montezuma prop 
erty on the aonth fork of Kaslo c-i i-h 
leaked out last week and created (iniif ,\ 
Btir. The Montezuma is one of the high- 
ly developed properties of the Slocan sec- 
tion and has a concentrator upon the 
ground. The owners of tho ])r(iperty 
have been working right along, but ne- 
glected to record the necessary assess- 
ment work. Upon thie ground the prop- 
erty was jumped by a man named Har- 
ris. When it got out that the pronerty 
had been jumped the manager of the 
Montezuma purcheaed the jumpers' 
rights, paying therefor $400 in promis- 
sory note.'f. Upon the conclusion of the 
deal the payment of the notea was stop- 
ped, the same will jirobably be resisted. 

During the week ended Xovembei' K! 
there waa entexed at the Tort nl Nelson 
for export tons of ore and I M tons of 
matte, with an estimated value of $100,- 
b'Al . Of this ore, all save 25 tons from 
the Iron Mask, at Rosalanii, came from 
the mines of the .Slocan, and had a value 
ol over .$75,000. The week's ox[)ort8 
bring tho total for the current month up 
to $:)S2,570, a rather creditable showing 
for thirteen days. These exports were 
niaile up of LM.'.S2 tons of ore, valued at 
^ l'.)S,,'i;i2, and -10.") tons of matte, valued 
at ^;184,23S. The mineral values in the 
exports for the current month are clasai- 
lied as follows: Gold, $82,(i;i7; copper, 
$-13,614: lead, $48,083; and eilver, ifliOS,- 
286. 

There is not much hope expreesed for 
thw future of the Wonderful coi(i|)any. 
The jjenoral cpinion of the Wunderltil 
property has been that there was a con- 
siderable quantity of galena lloat upon 
the ground, and that tho value of the 
prr)[)erty did not exceed the commercial 
value of such lloat. This tluat has been 
marketed and c(inee(|uenlly the property 
has no intrinsic value.

Hon. D. W. Higeins Speaks of His Visit to 
That District— New Discoveries. 

Sfieaking of hia trip to Fairview, Hon. 
1). W Iliggins remarked yesterday : "I 
left Fairview bv stage on Thnreday last 
for Victoria. Tho road between Fair- 
view and Penticton, 2H miles, is in a 
very unsatisfactory state and needs ex- 
teiifivo repairs if serious accidents are 
to be prevented. The bridge across Oka- 
nayan river near I'enticton having been 
partly removed to admit of tho passage of 
the small steamer which has been put on 
ttie route between I'enticton and Okana- 
gan l'"al Is, the river baa to be forde<i. With 
the lirst freahet the water will rise and 
fording being then impoeaible coinmnni- 
cation will be cut ofT. The Tin Horn 
mill began crushing on Saturday morn- 
ing and was running when I left. It ia 
a triple discharge mill of the Joahua 
Hendv patent, and is the finest in the 
province. Tho Tin Horn mine shows a 
iiuge deposit of ore and should tho first 
clean-np ahow good value a great impe- 
tus will bo given to mining interests in 
the camp. The town is building up 
rapidly and many business and reaiilen- 
tial structures are in ijrogresa. Tho 
weather was clear and cool, with very 
little snow. 

" Important diacoveriea of free gold 
ledges have been made on McCaig's 
mountain, eight miles north of ■''air- 
view. The ledges are of great width, 
and many specimens containing gold 
w ere brought in."

GEM SCULPTURE. 



Ec methlns About the iMalilnc "f Cameos 
aiui liit]ii;lif).s. 

Gem sculptiiTi.1, or lithogl yptios, is 
nil art of fiii'iit ;iiiti(]uity, linviiii,' been 
pnicticed by the Biibyloiiiium, the K^yp- 
tiuij.s, tlio Hebrews uud tho Griek.s. 
Afterwurd it sank into dGoadence, but 
in the (iftceuth century was revived iu 
Itiily. It i.s iin nrt tliat cull.'? for (.Trent 
ilej^aiKi' of taste ami much .skill, for dii 
■1 muill .stniM', Kciii'iully precious, d(^- 
.-i^ns 111.' ri ]:! ! .rented either iu raised 
V. oik, a.« ciuiii ofi, or by being cut below 
t.ho surface, us intaglios 

To rameoH the term "Ttliuute sculp- 
tUTo" is indeed applicable, for Hiiict! 
ti:3 (Juts of Ch-eek art celebrated .statuea 
I.ave bieu copied in tliis way. The first 
intaglios were the scurubs, or beetle 
haped signets, worn iu rings by tbe 
Egyptians from a very remote period. 
One side of the Ktoue wa.s phaped like a 
beelie, the other .side wa.s flat, and the 
name of the king or wearer was cut in- 
to it. A hole was then drilled in the 
HtoiKi from end to end, uml through it a 
strong wire was passed to hohl it in 
position in a ring. The Hat or seal side 
was always worn nest to the finger, but 
when u.s(;d as a seal it was turned. 

In tho art of gem sculpture tho 
Greeks excelled all predecessors. The 
I'ltruscans, contempora^ with the 
Greeks, also attained excellence in gem 
cutting, and it is said that "on these 
early gems of Ktruscan or Greek origin 
may be retid as in a book the forms of 
thiiir religion and the subjects of poim- 
lar inttres't in politics, Bong and fable 
for centuries. ' ' 

Under Augustus gem .sculpture flour- 
islieil among tlieKomans, many of them 
possesKiiig cameos anil intaglios of great 
value, and cabiueLs of costly gems be- 
came numerous. It is said that Cujsar 
sent six cabineta of rare gems to the 
temple of Venus. 

Tliero are many fine cameos and in- 
taglios iu the British museum. Among 
the finest of them accessible to the pub- 
lic are the "Cupid and Goose" intaglio, 
the "Dying Amazon," the "Laughing 
Fawn," "Bacchus" on red jasper, and 
the "Julius Casar" of Dio.scurides.

BLANCO DISCOURAGED. 

His Task in Cuba Not So Simple as He 
Thonsht— The Insurgents Still 
Stubborn 

New YoiiK, Nov. 18.— A despatch to 
the Herald from Havana Bays : 

There is no sign of the full text of the 
promised reforms, and in eonsequeuce 
tho hopes of the most oplimistic auton- 
omists are dwindling. The fault lies not 
with General Blanco. There is reason 
to believe that his promises of reforms 
were made in good faith. He is evidently 
deeply incensed at the false position in 
which he is placed. He cabled a day or 
two ago to Madrid, saying General VVey- 
ler had deceived him as to the condition 
of the army, anil the government had 
misled him regarding their sincerity in 
proinieing uutouoiny, and broadly hinted 
that he felt inclined to ask to bo re- 
lieved. 

In addition to Spain's delay, Spanieh 
oflicera hero throw obstacles in the way 
of autonomy by procrastination in car- 
rying out iugtriictions to adopt, lege 
harsh methods of warfare and endeavor 
to destroy the suapiuions of the rebels. 

The Herald correspondent has just re- 
turned from a two days' trip throuKh 
Havana to Artomiaa. Every military 
commander of a town who was met said 
he had not received any orders regard- 
ing the extension of toe zones of culti- 
vation. The condition (,i the recoucen- 
trados is unaltered. Their sufferings are 
njipalling. 

To put anyone sugar estate into a con- 
dition to grind would cost a considerable 
sum, which neither planters nor the 
.Spanish governinenl can at present 
nflbrd to spend. These delays, it ia be- 
lieved, have killed the chances of auton- 
omy. The Herald's correejiondeut with 
the Cuban army writes : 

" Unless General Blanco speedily 
makes more headway than he has done 
yet, autonomy will be a dead letter in 
the Cuban issue." 

General Pedro Betancourt, chief of 
Matanzaa province, and an intimate 
friend of General Gomez, writes from 
the field under date of November 11 : 

" Notwitbstanding this you may rest 
assured that all patriots in Cuba are de- 
termined and in a condition never to 
eurrender to the Spaiiifch fla;. Such i" 
the resolution of the liberating army 
already known to all nations throughout 
the world, and you may therefore 
give these expressions tho utmost pub- 
licity »" 

BANK MESSENGEK SUICIDES. 

Fear of Discovery of n Trivial Olfence Sent 
Him Out of the World. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 19.— (Special.)— Thos. 
Oavidson, messenger of the Bank de 
Hochelaga, this city, committed suicide 
during the night by shooting himself in 
the forehead in a room in the rear of the 
bank. He left a note reading : "Fare- 
well, dear mother, brothers and all dear 
ones. Forgive ine. May God have 
mercy on my soul." The cause of the 
rafli act appears to have been a very 
trivial one. He had committed eonie 
slight irregularity, a matter which might 
not even have cost him bis situation, and 
it was the fear of disclosure that drove 
him to take his life.

TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 

The Commissioner Says It Might Be Larger 
It Canadian Business Men Were 
More Prompt. 

J. S. Larke, Dominion commercial 
agent in AiiBtralia, has written to Sir 
Richard Oartwright, uoniplaiuiDe that 
hie eifortB to encourage trade between 
the twocountriea are frequently rendered 
nuuatoiy by thedilatorineas of Canadian 
tirnip. For inatanee, he Bays, " corree- 
pnndence haR been poing on for borae 
lime with a JJrilibli Columbia company 
and one of the nioBt reliable timber 
brokers in New .South Wales. Delays 
for Rome reason has hindered a comple- 
tion of the ne.«oiiationp, the last steamer 
hringinsr not even an aeknowledgmentof 
a remittance. I could not induce 
him to wait longer, and he closed with 
a United States firm. I think the 
same critlciBin will apply to the 
liiinhermen of KaHtern Canada. Any 
letter I have written reepectini; the trade 
has never elicited a reply. Recently I 
called attootion to the fact that oak 
staves for wino cfleks were aeked for 
here, and a timber journal published the 
fact. I have hearil from United States 
dealers who wish my eei vices in (retting 
a niaiket for tbein, but no Canadian baa 
availed himeelf of Ihe opening." Mr. 
Larke is at pains to correct the mistaken 
opinion that AuBiralia ia likely to im- 
port many hundred thousand tons of 
Canadian wheat and Hour, owing to the 
destruction ol tiie local cro)>8 by drought. 
He pays that, on the contrary, the Aus- 
tralian harvest is reaped in Novembtr, 
and owing to recent raina gives prom- 
ise of being the largest in many years.

Vancouver, Nov. 19.— -Hon. T. Nosse, 
Japanese consul for Canada, has, during 
his residence in Vancouver, won golden 
opinions from all shadee of people. 
Therefore on the eve of his departure for 
Chicago, where he takea up the im- 
portant position of consul, he waa last 
evening banquett«d by hia fellows of the 
consulate offices and the merchants of 
tho city. In reply to a toaat in hia 
honor, Mr. Nosse dealt at some length 
with the poaaibility of extending British 
Columbia trade with Japan, and added: 
" Then, aa regarda coal, it has risen bo 
high in price that Japan hap had to get 
coal from San Francisco. Why can they 
not get it from British Columbia. I 
have latelv sent ray secretary to Comox 
and Wellington to examine into the 
price, and I hope that a trade will be 
established in coal between Japan and 
this country." 

Hon. Col. Baker, provincial secretary, 
in reply to the toast of tho Province of 
British Columbia, said that h.; had no 
doubt that all would be gratified to hear 
that the province is in a healthy state, 
after passing through a very trying lime 
brought about by tho commercial de- 
pression. " The government determined 
that the best way they could afsist the 
people during tho heavy financial do- 
presaion, was by going into the money 
market, borrowing at a low rate of inter- 
est, and spending the money liberally 
among the people, so that they might be 
tid^d over the terrible strain put upon 
them. We did that, and it would 
hardly be boaating on my part to say that 
the result has been entirely aatiafactory. 
We now find the people in such a posi- 
tion that I' ey are ready to meet that 
great wavi:/ of enterprise that ia now 
coming over the province, and which ia, 
I think, going to flood ua with prosper 
ity." 

Passing on to speak of the anticipated 
Klondyke rush, he hoped that the mer 
chants' of Vancouver and of all the Coast 
cities would be prepared to meet it. 
They knew of the extraordinary wealth 
that was in this Klondyke region, and 
he could assure them that the jirovin- 
cial government waa doing its utmost to 
prepare for it by opening up the diU'er' 
ent channels that led into the district 
Tliey had explorers up tho Stickine and 
Telegraph Creek. Their object was to 
get through acceaa to the country 
through Canadian territory. (Cheers.) 
Put they had not neglected other 
routes. They had already appointed a 
government agent at Lake Bennett 
The government's information was that 
there was a large congregation of people 
at Bennett, which they would remember 
waa in Brit h Columbia, and it required 
a governuii-iit aeent there to look after 
the interests of British Columbia people 
who were going up there. Again, 
towards the end of the year— they 
could not get in now — they in- 
tentled to send up a party to lay 
out a sleigh road from Telegraph 
Creek to 'Tealin lake. In the early 
spring, in conjunction, he thought, with 
the Canadian government, they would 
lay out a very good trail from Telegraph 
creek to Teslin lake. " I think I am 
not exaggerating when I aay that pri- 
vate enterprise, poasibly aaaiated by the 
two governmental will put in a railway, 
and yon will see a railway building from 
Telegraph creek to Teelin lake in the 
early spring. These are Bubjeots of aat- 
isfaction to all of ue." 

Col. Baker next alluded to the rich- 
ness of British Columbia, especially in 
the Omineca district. The day before 
yeaterday, he said, he received a letter 
from a gentleman there, saying that he 
discovered enormouily rich free gold 
leads, traceable for a mile and a quar- 
ter. There waa a poaitive trough, ex- 
tending from the boundary line, 1,100 
miles through Wild Horse creek and 
Cariboo to the Yukon, easy for a rail- 
road. That great trough, with its nu- 
nieroufl tributaries, waa highly mineral- 
iz..'d. Was it not reasonable to suppose

CARIBOO HYDBAULIC COMPANY. 

The Season's Vield Restrtctea by a Short 
age in the Water Supply. 

Advices received from Mr. J. B. Hob- 
son, manager of tho Cariboo Plydraulic 
Mining Company, under date of the 11th 
inst., state that operations have been 
suspended for the aeason, and the flna 
clean-up made. Winter set in very early 
this year In Cariboo, and tho tem|)era 
ture fell rapidly, so that the final clean- 
up was mnde hurriedly, in case the 
flumes should become frozen over. 
There was also a great scarcity of water 
this Beaaon ; in fact, for some time past, 
the monitors could only work two hours 
daily, and a comparison of tho water re 
cords of this and last year shows that 
the amouat of water waa only about half 
that of 1806, The result of this aeason's 
operations is thus far ahort of tho esti- 
mate given in the last annual report, 
$.300,000, bat ia !f]2,000 more than oh 
tained in 1890, and, considering the 
scarcity of water, and the much shorter 
time hydranlicinp waa carried on, the 
result ia satisfactory. 

The final clean-up amounted to 
ounces, of the estimated value of $5,707. 
Tho gold brick waa shipped from the 
mine on the I'ith inst., and is now en 
route to San Francisco. The total yield 
for the season just closed amounted to 
Clofle on f 139,000. 

It la proposed to construct a new 
ditch — the Moorhead ditch — of u length 
of 7,?.i' miles in time for next season 'b 
operations, and then no difficulty re- 
garding water will be experienced. A 
considerable a mount of preliminary work 
in connection with its construction hua 
already been tione, and, during the win- 
ter, a force of men will be em- J^ 
getting out lumber doing 'other 

work, in prepa;„cjon ior tiie re-opening 
of opei:,itlous next spring.

Seattle P^gp^^tora Tell of Their Favorable 
Promise. 

Allhouirh the first mineral diacoveriea 
on Chivoquot Bound, on the west coaet of 
Vancouver island, were only made last 
July, the whole diBtrict within a wide 
radiua baa been located, and prepara- 
tions are being made to continue _de- 
velopinente throughout the winter. The 
firat mineral found there was two email 
veins of free milling quart/, about two 
inches wide, which aasayed PMiO and 
*2,600 gold , but pinched out at a depth 

of 75 feet. ^ , 

The news of thean high assnys attracted 
attention in tbia citv, and a party com- 
posed of L. P. Peirsbn, Frank Olaen, L. 
C. Peck, B. H. Heaton and M. A. ChriB- 
toph went in from thia city on July 15, 
while J. C. Kincaid and son, of Summer, 
started siinultaneoualy. The former 
party has secured fourclaimson Phillipa 
arm, aud hua incorporated the Clayoquot 
Gold it Copper Mining Company to work 
them. The stringers first discovered 
carriet-l free gold, but tho new comers 
found largo bodies of copper HUlphide 
ore. 

One ledge is 20 feet wide and contains 
a bard white quarts while the other ia 
some six feet wide. The Kinciads have 
six ledges running through two claiinB, 
the capping being magnetic iron, and 
have hmided them tO Victoria parlieB lor 
^50,000. Mr. Jacobaon.who runs a trad- 
ing store on OUyoquot sound, has about 
thirty cbiinip, ia some of which he has 
free rnillingore.
